faster U.S. pullout 


WASHINGTON (Reutsr). -- De- 
fence Secretary Melvin Laird is 
expected to recommend faster with- 
drawal of American troops from 
South Vietnam when he meets Pre- 
stdent Nixon after three days of 
talks in Saigon, political observers 
sald yesterday. 

The US. is committed to a troop 
celling of 184,000 — compared with 
196,000 o. duty there now — and 
Mr. Nixon will be announcing, per- 
haps on Friday, the timetable for 
more troop withdrawals. 

There are persistent reports here 
and In Saigon that he will an- 
nounce a timetable for an end to 
the American ground combat role, 
leaving a residual force of 40,000 
to 50,000 men: air crews for fight- 
ers and bombers, and advisers for 
South Vietnamese forces.

Symington raps U.S. view of 
‘unchanged’ M.-E. balance 


ATLANTIC CITY, NJ. (INA). 
Sen. Stuart Symington (D., Mo.) 
last night refuted the Administra- 
tion's contention that Israel con- 
tinues to maintain the military ba- 
lance of power in the Middle East 
and that the U.S. Government was 
giving at least as much support 
to Israel as to any other nation. 

Addressing the 46th annual con- 
vention of Mizrachi women, Mr. 
Symington, who together with 77° 
other senators, co-sponsored a re- 
solution calling on the Administre- 
tion to continue selling Phantom 
jets to Israel, noted that “In rank- 
ing the lergest recipients of United 
States overseas loans and grants 
— military and economic — Israel 
is not even among the first 20." 

Israel, he stated, “actually ls 24th 
on the list,” which includes such na- 
tons as South Vietnam, South Ko- 
rea, Greece, Spain, Thalland, Laos, 
Iran, Britain, India, Pakistan, 
France and Taiwan. 

“Despite the heavy military con- 
tributlons to these other countries, 
Israel has never recelved one cent 
of grant military assistance from 
the United States,” Mr. Symington 
declared. "All transactions with res- 
pect to military equipment have been 
elther through the forelgn military 
sales programme or by direct com- 


mercial sales.” 
Continuing, Mr. Symington sta- 


ted: “Compare that with the fact 
that the Arab nations who cur- | 
rently threaten the existence of 18- 
rael have received $1,500m. in mi- 
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litary assistance 
taxpapers.” 

On the question of the Middle 
Hast balance of military power, Mr. 
Symington stated that “about 15 
months ago we recelved irrefutable 
evidence that ‘Soviet pilots were 
flying Mig-21s out of Egypt, and 
only a few weeks ago were told 
by this Administration that Soviet 
pilots are currently flying in Egypt 
mew Mig-23 (Foxbat) planes.”

MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soviet 
Union celebrated its S4th year of 
Communism with a display of’ early- 
model rockets and mild oratory that 
omited any direct attack on the 
United States or China. 

The 10-minute military roll-out in- 
cluded a mighty array of tanks, guns 
and rockets, but it was basically the 
same as in past years. Western mili- 
tary experts said they found nothing 
new in the hardware lineup. 

The biggest weapon in the parade 
was the S39 LOBM, a 35-metre behe- 
moth ‘capable of delivering a five- 
ton nuclear warhead to Manhattan.

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Are students ‘sent to Israel’ to 
avoid intermarriage problems?

Four out of five parents of 
foreign students in Israel aré 
ἢ their children marrying ἃ 
non-Jew. The proportion is almost 
90 per cent among students coming 
from North America, and 60 per 
cent for those from Eastern Europe. 
It is over 90 per cent among the 
“vary observant" — and still as high 
ag 50 per cent among the “not at 
811 observant," according to a survey 
earried out by the Central Bureau 
Ree ee ἘΡΡΕΘΤ, δὲ 
it Αἱ 

Tt is mot stated whether desire 
to avoid inter-marriage was a fac- 
tor in sending the youngsters to 
study in Israel. But not all were 
sent. Over a quarter of the parents 
opposed the students’ decision to 
come. This proportion does not vary 
much between observant and non- 
observant. 

Just under 30 per cent of the 
students were immigrants (and 
another 65 per cent potential immi- 
prants), yet 85 per cent expressed 
their intention to aettle here for 
good. In 60 per cent of the cases, 
it was their first visit. A quarter 
have parents in Israel (which means 
presumably that they immigrated as 
a family, while almost 20 per cent 
have πὸ relatives here. 

The students surveyed are persons 
who attended Israeli universities in 
1969/70 and/or 1970/71, having 
arrived in the country after January 
1, 1969. Their nation of origin is 
taken to be the place where they 
went to secondary school Thirty- 
flve per cent come from the ποθ. 
European English-speaking ates 
— the U.S., Canada, South Africa 
and Australia (grouped together as 
“North America” since most derive 
from there). Another 35 per cent 
come from Europe, approximately 
half from the west, and half from 
the east; 18 per cent from <Asla- 
and 13.5 per cent from 


A quarter to one-third are dissa- 
tistled with ome aspect or other of 
their present studies.

It may be relevant that more 
Students were at the Hebrew Uni- 
versity than anywhere else: also 
they comprised the highest propor- 
tion of students who paid theirown 
way. Three-quarters received a 
Breater or smaller measure of fi- 
Bancial aid from the Student Au- 
thority (and 87 per cent worked as 
well ag studying). At the Technion 
83.5 per cent were dependent on 
such assistance as their prime sour- 
ceof Income. {Jk is far more dif- 
ficult to manage a technical than 
arts curriculum and find time to 
earn money.): .- 

The proportion showing this de- 
pendence in the Hebrew University 
was only 47.4 per cent. 

Other statistics may ‘throw light 
indirectly on causes of dissatisfac- 
tion. It emerges that 40 per cent 
(two out of five) have never visited 
an Israeli home. This applies to 45 
per cent of the apparently more 
reticent-males, but only to 35 per 
cent of tthe female students. 

Differences exist as between con- 
tinents. The sociable North Ameri- 
cans do best: only a quarter have 
never been guests in an Israeli 
household. The proportion of those 
from South America and Eastern 
Europe was nearly 50 per cent, and 
those from Asia-Africa 60 per cent. 
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Eastern Europe; yet one in five did 
manage to belong all the same. 
Conversely’ more Hast Buropeans 
bed been. affiliated to non-Jewish 
youth organizations (60 per cent), 
as egainst (this time) only @ mino- 
rity in other Continents. 

Finally questions were asked about 
diserimination they had suffered as j- 
Jews. Half answered positively that 
they had encountered such discrimi- 
nation, The proportion is 55 “per 
eent In North America and, it 
should be noted, slightly under half 
in Eastern Europe. But the students 
believe discrimination exiets even 
when they have not personally en- 
colintered it. Over 80 per cent in 
North America and 95 per cent in 
Bastern Europe said so, and almost 
as Many among those from Asia- 
Africa. Even among West Euro- 
peans, the figure is 75 per cent. 

It is interesting that in North 
America most of 'the suspected dis- 
crimination is described as “latent” 
{76.1 per cent, as against 16.3 per 
cent “open"); whereas in Hastera 
Europe, the enemy is more forth- 
right (53.3 per cent “open”, a3 
against 40.5 per cent latent"). 

Least discrimination is in Latin 
America. Only 85 per cent had 
encountered it, and 60 per cent 
believe it exists, but mostly (483 
per cent) “latent”. 


German court assents 
to Israel jurisdiction

This exclusion pushes them back 
on each other. Over 85 per cant had 
made friends only with new settlers, 
and the breakdown again varies with 
the extent of penetration into Israeli 
homes. Only 22.3 per cent of the 
Americans have made friends exclu- 
αἰνεῖν with other newcomers.

The East Europeans tend more 
than any other group to find their 
main circle of friends (those .with 
whom they spend most of their 
time) with fellow iinmmigrants from 
their own part of the world: the 
figure is 75 per cent. It is high for 
the North Americans too — 56.4 
per cent; and somewhat lower for 
those from ‘Western Europe and 
Latin America. . 

Study Jewich topics 

A large majority (90 per cent) of 
the North Americans did Jewish 
studies of some sort abroad. This 
applies to only 20 per cent of the 
East Huropeans, though amother 50 
per cent (almost) explained that there 
were no Jewish studies to be. had.

To this end thé ‘Knesset passed the 
Foreign Judgments Enforcement 
Law of February 10, 1958. This law 
empowers the Jerusalem District 
Court to declare (if the required con- 
ditions are fulfilled) thet a final 
judgment of a foreign court may be 
executed in Israel as if it were given 
by an Israeli court. One of the condi- 
tions is that a reciprocal ar- 
rangement for enforcing Israeli 


judgments exists with the country . 


where the forelgn judgment was 
given. Such “reciprocity, however, 
need to be formally established by a 
Convention, it being sufficient that it 
exists in fact. 

‘Western Germany lincluding West 
Berlin} has no formal Convention 
‘with Israel on the reciprocal enforce- 
ment of judgments. In consequence 
the question of whether such reci- 
procity exists between the two coun- 
tries has had to be tested in the 
‘West German courts. The opportun- 
ity for doing so arose when the aged 
and needy parents of a resident of 
‘West Berlin, who themselves lve in 
Isrbbl,” were given 8 maintenance 
judgment against thelr son by the 
Tel Aviv-Jaffa District Court. In 
Berlin, the court of first instance 
granted the couple's application for 
enforcement of the maintenance 
order and the son’s appeal against 
this decision was dismissed by the 
court of higher instance. 

The Berlin court found, inter alia, 
tha’. there was no disputing the 
jurisdictlon of the Tsrae! courts to 
give a maintenance order against a 
resident of Berlin, as German law 
allowed a person resident in Ger- 
many to sue, in his own residence, 
anyone living outside of Germany, 
for maintenance; and rejected the 
son's allegation that a judgment 
ordering a son to support his parents

Appeal to Gov’t to remedy 
J’lem social welfare deficit

Rabbi Menahem Porush, ΜΚ. the Jerusalem deputy mayor in 
charge of social welfare, has appealed ‘to Prine Minister Golda Meir, 
to have the Government make up an immediate welfare budgetary 


deficit of IL1.3m. 

Ig this sum ig not made up by 
November 14, Rabbi Porush told 
The Jerusalem Post last night, the 
Social Welfare Department will 
not able to provide any more aid- 
in-kind (supply of goods rather 
than money) until next April. 
Jerusalem social workers 
backed by the Social workers 
Union and the Paul Baerwald 
School of Social Work — are 
threatening to withdraw all soclal 
services from that date except for 
the payment of welfare cheques. 


But Rabbi Porush does not back 
thelr proposed strike. “We don't 
think the social workers ahould 
use ‘Black Panther’ methods, such 
as strikes and demonstrations,” 
Rabbi Porush said. "They should 
realize instead that the Jerusalem 
Municipality is nraking utmost ef- 
forts to get the Government to 
make up the deficit,” 


The Socidi Welfare Department 
runs into a deficit every year in 
ald-in-kind, Rabbi Porush said; 
but the situation is more acute 
this year due to increased ser- 
vices in some areas. Spurred by 
heightened consciousness of social 
Problemy and the social gap in 
‘Jerusalem, the Municipality ‘nas, 
for example, hired 30 extra school 
social workers over the past year,

He was Ambassador 
to Moscow, until the Six Day War, 
when be wag named to head Yad 
Vashem. 


Tat-Aluf Arad is currently the 
ID.F. Chief Wducation Officer. He 
will leave the Army next March 1. 
Doring the interregnum between Mr. 
Eatz and T/A Arad, Mr. Ya'acov 
Sarid, a member of the Yad Vashem 
directorate, ‘will serve as acting 
chairman, (Mr. Sarid is a retired 
Director-General of the Education 
Ministry.) 

T/A, Arad, 45, was born in Lithu- 
ana, but was in ‘Warsaw at the start 
of World War I. Captured by the 
Germans, he was put to work hand- 
ling booty captured from the Rus- 
stans. He organized a secret group 
which stole arms from German 
stores. 

He escaped from the Germans in 
1943 and jolmed a Lithuanlan parti- 
san group, In 1944 ‘he formally joined 
the Red Army, and fought till the 
end of the war as a Soviet soldier. 
After his discharge he went clandes- 
tinely to Italy, to board the 1116 5:8] 
immigrant ship Hanna Szenes, which 
beached at Naharlya, 

Joining the Palmach in early 1946, 
he fought with the Harel Brigade 
in the Jerusalem sector during the 
War of Independence. During his 
subsequent service, ‘he became an ar- 
moured brigade commander after his 
chief was killed in the Sinai Cam- 
paign, and waa 2 senior staff officer 
at GHQ operations department.

Prices still 
falling

Only one stock, Israel-British 
Bank (which recently wound up 
successful negotiations in the Ger- 
man vehicle market), showed any 
real strength, A large order for 
43,200 for its ordinary bearer caused 
a 4.5-point jump to 150.5: in the 
variables, it rose to 151. 


But most of the others fell sharp- 
ly, For example, Ellern investment 
bearer (8,800) lost 3.5; Discount in- 
vestment (17,800) lost 3.5; Bank 
Leumi investment (44,400) lost 3.5, 
to 176.5, and then fell to 175.5;
